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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, August, and Saptembor, 192). 


July—The month opened with scattered showers through the agricultural districts, and it was 
not until the 6th that a general downpour set in over coastal areas and extended during the next few 
days to all agricultural areas. This was a distinct North-West depression as scattered rains were 
noted in the Kimberley. The Fortescue and De Grey, however, with the exception of a few trivial 
showers, were altogether missed. 


Another equally extensive rainstorm commenced on the 14th and with slight intermission con- 
tinued till the 19th, the result again being very satisfactory over the wheat belt. A few sunny days 
intervened when another rain bearing depression swept through the country on the 24th. Heavy 
frosts were noted during the next day or two, followed by further general rains, which lasted to the end 
of the month. 


In each instance these agricultural visitations extended to the Goldfields and East Gascoyne, but 
the registrations were as a rule extremely light. The Kimbe:ley reported some further showers on the 
22nd and 23rd, and with the addition of rains earlicr in the month brought the totals, at the majority 
of stations in this division, above the average. A few scattered showers also fell in the De Grey but 
they were of little account and in no instance was the average exceeded. 


Despite the good rains through the agricultural districts the monthly total was below the average, 
the deficiency in some instances amounting to over an inch ; it was only at some coastal stations that 
the average was exceeded. 


August.—The rainfall for the month was disappointing in the extreme, practically throughout the 
State. The only extensive falls occurred about the middle of the month, unsettled weather, due partly 
to an inland tropical depression, and partly to Southern “‘ lows”’ persisting from the 14th to the 20th. 
This disturbance commenced with light rain in the North-West corner of the State, and appeared to be 
developing very satisfactorily, but off-shoots from the high pressures, which were built up strongly 
over the Indian Ocean, intervened, with the result that the gaugings were patchy, and generally light. 
In fact, individual 24-hour registrations exceeding an inch were noted at only six stations during the 
whole month, of which only one (Sandstone) was inland. At that station, and at one or two others on 
the North Coolgardie and Northern Murchison fields, as well as a few on the North-West Coast. the 
average for the month was somewhat exceeded, but elsewhere defects were general. 


Throughout the agricultural portions of the State the deficiency was most serious, and it is necessary 
to go back to 1902 to find lower falls for August. In many of the Eastern localities only from quarter 
to half an inch fell, and even that was spread over three or four days. 


September.—The month opened with a continuance of the droughty conditions which character- 
ised the previous month, but towards the end of the opening week a decidedly more favourable type of 
weather charts was noted. The outcome was at first disappointing, coastal showers only being exper- 
ienced, but on the 10th the main body of the depression passed over the State, bringing an excellent 
agricultural rainfall, with lighter showers in the pastoral districts of the Gascoyne and Goldfields. 
Another dry, and, in some quarters, anxious interval followed, but on the 21st the experience of the 10th 
was practically duplicated. As a result the month’s total falls were about normal throughout the wheat 
belt—distinctly above in the Midlands, somewhat below in the Great Southern, and within a few points 
of the average in the Eastern Districts. Excesses extended to parts of the Southern Murchison and 
South Coolgardie Fields, but were of minor importance owing to the low average of rainfall for the 
month of September in those regions. The Tropics experienced practically a dry month.
